r.dvocaling some understanding of this 
government. Secrelaiy KLs.singer disaVJ- 
-roves of Poriugal for allowing too many 
Communists in their government. How 
can be possibly be .siorprlsed. either at 
Portugal or Carlucni, wlicn he has been 
i-elcvnUessly promoting detente for as long 
.as he has’ had any influence in the gov- 
ernment? Why is it acceptable for Secre- 
tar;* ICbsinger to seek ‘‘understanding*’ 
and iuutual agieeinents with the brutal 
masters of the Kremlin, but not accept- 
able to seek understanding of a govern- 
ment which has not yet turned complete- 
ly to comiraviiism? 

The San Diego Union of May 3 has 
printed an cxceileut editorial calling for 
a reappraisal of detente from yet an- 
ciher perspective — the disastrous e/iect 
which detente has had on NATO and the 
Atlantic. A.Uiance. The editorial concludes, 
r;c-intcbly: 



the ohlancc could very well collajSso, with the 
l^ATO liation.'s tryirg, one wr.y or another., 
to accommodate with the Soviet Union. 

Tc is time for the leadership of our co\mtry 
to see detente ;is an abstraction, simply a 
theatrical camouiiDjjo on the Soviet Union s 
jwirt. for pursuing its poULical we.r. 

Stripping oil the camouflage, we see that 
detente did not keep the Soviets from arm- 
ing the North Victname.se in viclalion of the 
Paris Peace accord. It did not cause tiie 
Soviets to work for peace during the October, 
1973, Middle East. war. It has resulted in the 
two Str,a*egic Arms Lirnitf-Uon meetiny,L. 
SALT I and S.\LT Ix. which actually limited 
nothing and. since the Soviet Union is ready 
and willing to .spend far more on arms than 
is needed for defense, it has moved lier 
clearly into the position of No. 1 in the nu- 
clear world. In that world, it might be ob- 
served, being No. 2 i.s not better than being 
No. 20. 

Detente, it is plain, has helped our ene- 
mies and has done vs no good whatever. Fur- 
thermore, it has shaken the confidence of 
our allies. Now, in tbe w^ake of Vietnam, we 
would be weU advised to ask ourselves if it 
is not, in the long run, better to have a 
moavungful detente with our friends than a 
worthless detente with our enemies.

ITIAKSCRIFT OP Executive Session or the 
Presidjont’s Co;.im7.ssion on the Assassi- 
nation OP PnESIUFJ-JT Kl'lNNEUY OF JaNUART 
22, 1964 

Gitnttxmen' : I called this meeting of the 
Commission because of somet/iing that de- 
veloped today that I thoUf^iit every member 
of the Coramlssiou should have knowledge 
of, something that you shouldn’t hear from 
the public before you had rpa oppoi-tunity to 
think about It. I will j\Lst have Mr. Rawkin 
tell you the stoiw from the beginning. 

Mr. R/Wvkin. Mr. Wngne-r Carr, the Attor- 
ney General of Texas, called me at 11:10 Uii.s 
morning and said that the tvord had come 
out, he w.ontcd to get it to me at the first 
moment, that Oswald v.uis acting as an 1*'BI 
Undercover Agent, and that they had the 
information of his badge wliich was given es 
Number 179, and that lie wiis being paid 
two hundred a month, from September of 
1902 up through the time of the assa.sslna- 
tiou. I asked what the source of this was, 
and lac said that ho -luaclorstood tlie informa- 
tioa had been made available so r.hat Reaence^ 
• Counsel for Ruby had ti>at information, that 
he knew tiiat the presf; had tlio information, 
and he didn’t know exa.r.tiy where Wade had 
gotten tlac information, nut lie was a former 
FBI Agent. 

H’liat they, that i.s, Wade before, liad sn-id 
that he liad sufticient so that he was willing 
to jnake tlie statcniont.

I first became aware tliat A? had devoted some length to this story before 5 p.a. 
when Washi-'igton public raduo station read the for radio long item from the radio wire, 
it gave no source, only that "AP pbtained.” 

I had spoken to AP Tuesday, from JL’s, when I was in DC for medical checkup. The 
reporter who did the first story, on the l/27 transcript, was not in. But the desk 
man did like the idea and switeted me to Don Rothberg, who also did. He came up. When 
there was no next-4a^ story i liad a junch they would use it for Sunday. 

I did tell him the entire story, beginning with the suppose! destruction of all, 
IB’s finding out that the stonotype tape surviveii, and JL*s handling for both of us. 
Sven the coincidence in dates, between Jh*s letter and the Archives* mailing. In fact, 

I also gave him the letter. 

Afterward, noting no credit on the radio v.ire, I spoke to Margaret Sherf, She 
told me that there was mention of me but not of the two of you. I asked if this could 
be added and she said it was too late. So, I suggested ^ could supply a follow-up and 
there could be mention of the two of you. That she says is not impossiblo and she 
thinks Rothberg, who is out of town m a story, has something in siind. 

I spoke to another reporter friend who is saving the copy in the event the 
paper.: we see cut or downplay. Se’ll be sending it to me en.6. I’ll be able to supply 
copies. Supposed to be over 900 words, which is not bad for the wiire and this subject. 

It has been almost impossible to give this on© away. laterally copies were not 
picked up in NIG after I read excerpts to about 40 reporters.

The Post rep-rter read it while we were both there and suggested I should have read 
an excerpt I had not. He sent his copy to the Post. I spoke to the Post sevei*al times. 
They saw no story.

As I’ve spoken to reporters I’ve been telling them that the government has not 
delivered fully on spiJctro/NAA, has not supplied the answers we are to get, and that 
there is the next calendar haaxxag Wednesday. Sven to Hearst, TJis does not mean 
that reporters will be there but it represents some effort to attract them, 

I also told Rothberg. If there is mention of that at the close of the st^y it 
might attract some press. 

Silence frm. the WjdPost does not encourtige belief the national desk favors 
the story. 

Other odds: I can’t say how many times I’ve read excerpts on radio b’ casta 
but no single paper* has called as a result.
